had been successfully mining duriti 
[iast summer, having washed up t 
17th of that month, when a cold snap 
came on and froze ice in the streams. 
Their trip up the Yukon was a pleasant 
one, without hardships other than the 
work of pushing their boat up a swift 
current: the weather being clear and 
warm and the ground free from snow up 
to within a few miles of the pass. Their 
first attempt to cross over'this range was 
unsuccessful, a storm overtaking the trav- 
elers before tho summit was reached. The 
men were very short of provisions, and 
although but twenty miles from Healy's 
store, it was impossible to reach it, and 
nothing was left but to turn hack and 
wait for clear weather. About eighty 
miles below on the Yukon they hail passed 
coining up a band of about seventy Indi- 
ans, encamped there for the winter, and 
to these they retraced their steps, hop- 
ing to obtain enough food to last them 
until clear weather set in when they could 
cross over. In the days consumed in try- 
ing to breast the storms of the pass, their 
provisions gave out entirely, and before 
they reached the Indian encampment 
I hey subsisted for four days on bark 
straight, and coupled with the labor of 
traveling through the soft snow, and hav- 
ing their feet badly frozen, when they 
reached the Indians, they were well nigh 
exhausted. But the nomads of l *- - """ I ;i 
gave them food, and in a few |°- 5oB0 I 
hud recovered from their hards) \] \ 
two men remained at the Indian camptor 
about twenty days, engaging themselves 
in hunting and fishing Large game was 
not very plentiful, although they manag- 
ed to kill a caribou, but white tish were 
very plentiful in the lakes and rivers. As 
m as the winds changed to the north, 
the miners again sttirted out, and after 
vend days of tramping they succeeded 
crossing the range, and were soonlaud- 
1 by canoe in Juneau. 
In conversation with Mr. Stella, he 
eined very enthusiastic over the future 
■ospeets of the Yukon river, and especial- 
ly its tributaries, as soon coming to the 
trout as great gold producers. He had 
mined and prospected on Forty Mile 
cree during the greater portion of last 
summer, and as to the assertions made by 
some that the diggings there had all been 
worked out last summer, it was ridicul- 
ous to presume that such was the case. 
For, said he, the river, as it is, was ex- 
lored tbout 120 miles up, and consider- 
ing the small number of men that engag- 
ed their time in actual washing, and the 
low and crude method employed — 
that of the rocker — but a very small per 
cent, ol actual pay gravel had been wash- 
ed. The river had not as yet been pros- 
pected, and the frozen bars, some of 
them undoubtedly very rich, were yet 
untouched. He had washed up to Sep- 
tember the 1 7th, when ice commenced to j 
freeze on the blankets used in the rock- 
ers. At thai, date a cold sua]) came on anil 
he pulled down the river. Whether or 
not tlie miners washed any alter that date 
he did not, know, but the probabilities 
were that they did. 

When he left some miners were still up 
the river, and arrived at tlie mouth, he 
found >n the neighborhood of a hundred 
congregated 1 here, some preparing to 
winter there and others were going be- 
low. Fraiik Dinsmore had gone down to 
Nuklukahyet, presumably after some new 
discovery he had learned of those parts. 
A party of minors had gone up Forty 
Mile in boats, taking with them 2,700 
of provisions, on a prospecting expedition. 
They would go up the river in the fall as 
far us low water would admit of, lay over 
until spring, and then taking advantage 
of the high waters push up to the head of 
lite river, and probably cross the range 
and explore the headwaters of the Tau- 
nah. Air.' Stella expressed the opinion 
that this party was going in the right di- 
rect inn, and were likely to locate the 
fountain head of the wash gold on Forty 
Mile. 

Both these gentlemen are more than 
satisfied with the opportunities held out 
to minora in tho New Eldorado, and will 
return with a fresh supply of (provisions 
in the early sprin g. —Alaska Free Press.

London, Jan. 10.— The conflict which 
took place yesterday between the crofters 
of Lewis Island and the police and troops 
was, it transpires, much more serious than 
at first reported. Hitherto tho trouble 
with the crofters has been confined to a 
great extent with the Skye and inhabit- 
ants of Lewis Island contenting them- 
selves with mutterings of discontent ami 
expressions of sympathy with their breth- 
ren to tho southeast. But ipiite frequent- 
ly the police of Lewis Island have observ- 
ed symptoms of concerted resistance to 
the laws protecting occupants of what the 
crofters regard as common land. Included 
in the large number of persons wounded 
in tin 1 ensuing light were the proprietor 
ami the fiscal officer who was in command 
of troops. Eleven of the leaders of the 
crofters were arrested. The police have 
been largely reinforced to-day, and mili- 
tary and naval forces in and about tin- 
island have been strengthened. Intense 
excitement prevails, and further conflicts 
are feared. Almost simultaneously with 
the reports of the crofters' riots conies the 
information that a renewal of the anti- 
tithe riots in Wales is imminent.

Sensation in Borne. 
Rome, Jan. 10.— The friction between 
the Vatican and the Quirinal is very 
great. It has been considerably height- 
ened by the peremptory disposition of 
the Duke of Torlonia from his position as 
mayor of Rome. Many explanations 
have been given of this most severe 
punishment for his simply paying his 
respect to the Pope's cardinal secretary. 
It now appears that tho bad feeling all 
came from the wife of Orispi for social 
slights inflicted upon her. Crispi 
has had three wives, one died, 
and one was divorced after some 
scandal. I lis present wife is from 
Syracuse, where her reputation was such 
that when she came lo Rome, even as 
wife of a prominent Italian leader, she 
found the doors of the Roman aristocracy 
absolutely closed to her. But in spite of 
her stormy past she was finally received 
by Queen Margaret. After this Mine. 
Crispi expected no more opposition; hut 
this reception was given for political rea- 
sons, and did not open lo her a single 
door of the exclusive Roman houses, 
though some political houses received 
her. A few weeks ago Mine. Crispi 
was in the house of a foreign 
embassador and saw the Duchess of Tor- 
lonia, and Mine. Crispi asked lo be pre, 
sentod. The Duchess haughtily refused- 
and when Mine. Crispi's request was in- 
sisted upon the Duchess left the house.

Chamberlain Scored. 

Washington, Jan. 10. — While speaking 
in the senate at Washington on Wednes- 
day, in reply to Sherman's tariff speech, 
.Senator Vorhees was interrupted by a 
loud conversation and laughter on the 
Republican side. To-day Vorhees stated 
that the United Press reported it, which 
caused him no little regret, but later it 
was learned that this breach of dignity of 
the scntto was caused by Joseph Cham- 
berlain, of England. Vorhees said: "Had 
1 known Chamberlain was the disturber I 
would not have submitted to bad manners 
brought over the sea by one who failed to 
appreciate the privileges of the senate 
Hour. However, I say it with renewed 
emphasis this morning." 

The Post commenting upon Senator 
Vorhees' criticism of Mr. Chamberlain's 
conduct on the floor of the senate on 
Wednesday last while the senator was 
delivering his tariff speech says: "In 
order that Senator Vorhees' accusation 
might not get ahead of any explanation 
oi defense that Chamberlain might feel 
inclined lo offer, a reporter waited on the 
honorable gentleman yesterday evening 
and invited him to reply, but he had no 
reply to make, and simply smiled rather 
contemptibly at Senator Vorhees' words 
as he read them, and said no, "I have 
nothing to say." The rapping of the 
gavel on the table in the senate on Wed- 
nesday showed that Senator Ingalls re- 
garded Mr. Chamberlain as out of 
order, but the rapping of the gavel 
was nothing compared with the rapping 
which Senator Ingalls may be expected to 
give the distinguished foreigner with his 
keen-biting tongue in the senate on an 
early day. Senator Ingalls had met Mr. 
Chamberlain before Wednesday, and he 
has had opportunities of meeting him fre- 
quently at state dinners and other similar 
occasions, when the embassador tried in 
vain to convince the senator that his oc- 
casional oratorical shouts at "John Bull" 
were based on misconception or want of 
knowledge. This sort of argument, as 
tiiighl be expected, had not had the effect 
of convincing or converting the senator, 
and he will take an early opportunity on 
the floor of the senate of saying so and 
giving his version of "blood is thicker 
than water.'' 

Tnppcr at Washington. 

Sir Charles and Lady Tupper arrived at 
Washington late lust evening, and went 
at once to the Arlington Hotel. Lady 
Tupper has quite recovered from her 
recent serious illness that summoned Sir 
Charles to Winnipeg. Before the tele- 
gram, announcing Sir Charles' inability to 
roach Washington on Saturday was re- 
ceived, it was decided by the fishery con- 
freres, already in town, to postpone the 
arranged meeting of the conference for 
Saturday until Monday at 2 o'clock. The 
meeting was then postponed. The con- 
ferences will meet semi-weekly. None 
of the commissioners will hazard a guess 
as to the time of final adjournment, but 
the indications point to a conclusion that 
the conferences will continue several 
weeks. 

tii-eal Loss «r Lite. 

Chaitauqua, X. V., Jan. 10.- At an 
early hour yesterday morning, about the 
time the gang of Italians who work in the 
aqueduct at night were about to go home, 
the Pocantec river forced its way through 
the narrow stretch of land dividing it from 
the aqueduct and broke through the walls 
with a deafening rear, flooding the new 
water way the entire length to a depth of 
sixty feet. The loss of life is very great, 
although at this hour it is impossible to 
ascertain just how many men were at 
\vork when the break occurred. All the 
mules belonging to the contractors have 
also been drowned. Tho excitement about 
the place is intense and men, women and 
children are running madly about in search 
of missing friends or relatives. Some time 
ago the contractors, Howard, Brown & 
Company, found it necessary to change 
the course of the river near t he dam of 
the Tarrytown water works, and a new 
bed Mas ducr out for this purpose and the 
river sent through its new path. But the 
ground on which it was dug is soft and 
moist, and readily gave way to the water's 
great pressure. Two hundred men tire 
now al work trying to slop up the break, 
hut il is of such immense proportions that 
their work is unavailable. Cue of the 
contractors said that the walls of the ac- 
queduct were irreparably damaged, and it 
would have to be rebuilt in many places. 

Severe on the Pope. 

New Vokk, dan. 10. -Dr. McGlynn, 
in un address to the Anti-Poverty Society 
last night, made a bitter attack on the 
I'ope. Among other things, he said: 
"Who shall so fur forget his manhood as 
to offer to kiss his foot, ( lie could be as 
good a l'ope walking down Broadway 
w ith a stove-pipe hat instead of wearing a 
hat about live hundred years old and out 
of fashion. That figure that looks like an 
old woman was piled high with 
flattery until it was made to 
think it was holding the balance 
of power of the whole world. Flattery 
lias Jiecn piled on an inch thick all over 
that poor old seventy-six -year-old bag of 
hones. The poor, absent-minded old man, 
who is made to think ho is the greatest of 
pontiffs. Why is it Italy has been so bit- 
ter against the Popo? Because ho is in 
politics. He is a mere politician in the 
lowest sense of the word, and all because 
of the accursed clinging of the Pope to 
his accursed temporal throne." 

Fatal Kail way Accident. 

HAVERHILL, Mass., Jan. 10.— As the 
Portland express, which loft Boston at 
ono o'clock this afternoon, was Hearing 
tliu Bradford end of the Haverhill bridge 
over the Merriniac^ river, when the 
spreading of the rails caused two cars to 
leave I he track, crashing into and de- 
molishing a water tank house at the end 
of the bridge. Ill this house a number 
of section hands were eating dinner. 
J. O'Brien, a retired merchant of Brad- 
ford were talking with the section hands 
and was (killed, together with Mr. Taylor, 
one of the laborers. The ear that 
crashed info the lank house knocked 
the foundations out, loting the tank 
down on the ear, crushing through the 
top of the car, and doing fearful work 
within. The next ear behind telescoped 
the olio ahead of it, adding to the havoc. 
The killed and wounded were mostly in 
these two cars. The people in the smoker 
had a frightful experience. One of the 
wheels Oil tll<8 front truck broke and the 



oar humped against the end of the bridge, 
causing it tii careen, and the car ran upon 
the bridge for some distance upon 
the sleepers. Then careened the other way 
and leaned against the ironwork of the 
side of the bridge. The passengers, of 
whom there were about thirty, found 
themselves at the top of the car. The 
passengers managed to crawl out, none 
being very seriously injured. Nine per- 
sons were killed and twelve wounded, 
some of whom are at the hospital and 
others at the Eagle hotel.

Mayor Foil Bred his parting shut in the 
shape of an annual report through the 
columns <>f the Times last evening. As 
the publication of a report before it lias 
been road to the council is entirely with- 
out precedent, and as the very first para- 
graph is devoted to extolling the double- 
headed reservoir scheme, and, moreover, 
as tho report has just soon daylight 
through Coun.

Peorse main- 
tains in opposition to the Chiof Justice 
and Messrs. Drake and Davio, Q.Os., 
that the $75,000 loan was voted for tho 
Hendry scheme and no other, and sup- 
ports Mr. Grant. Mr. Hendry sticks to 
his two reservoirs like a man overboard 
to a life preserver, and supports Mr. 
Grant. If the public will put this and 
that together, further comment will be 
unnecessary. 

INDIA'S WHEAT CROP. 

The estimated wheat production of all 
India, as officially given, is 251,1690,880 
bushels in 1883-4 against 238,885,947 
bushels in 1886-7, and the average yield 
for the period 261,937,511 bushels. hi 

1884-5 the average yield per acre was 
nearly eleven bushels, and last year a 
fraction under nine bushels. The wheat 
exports for India, from January 1st to 
December 3rd, 1887, according to Brad- 
street's, have been 27,672,000, comprising 
13,984,000 to Great Britain, and 13,688,- 
000 to the continent of Europe, against 
41,232,000 total export for the correspond- 
ing period of 1880. Tho decrease for the I 1 
munths of 1887 is 13,660,000 bushels. 
The Indian wheat crop mow in the ground 
will be harvested in March, 188s. It is 
expected to be an average crop, which is ; 
about 2(12,000,000 bushels, of which 35,- 
000,000 to 45,000,000 will be exported. 
Good wheat land in India is abundant 1 
but the methods of cultivation are of the 
crudest kind. The native farmer set at eh-- 
en his land with a stick of wood, reaps his 
grain with a sickle, I brashes it by having ; 
horses and cattle tread upon it, and win- 
nows it by swinging a large piece of clot h 
moved up and down by two men. Lastly, 
he markets his wheat with much of dust 
md gravel included. The production of 
wheat in India is now only about one 
bushel per head.

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THE YELLOW RIVER FLOODS. 

A special correspondent, of the London 
standard gives a graphic picture of the 
tremendous loss of life in China from the 
overflow of the Hoang-Ho and of the aw- 
ful famine now threatened. Ho says that 
n sixth of the entire area of the Harden of 
China, as Uonan is styled, is now a wast 
lake, with here and there a pagoda or 
the parapet of somo high wall rising over 
the increasing waters to mark the sites of 
w hat were, a short time ago, prosperous 
cities of many thousand inhabitants. The 
rest of the country is overrun with refu- 
gee.-, who escaped with their lives only. 
In hundreds of instances men who three 
mouths ago were wealthy to-day sit gaz- 
ing on the inland sea, stunned, hungry, 
stupid ami dejected, without a morsel of 
food. The inundations coimnoneod at a 
little distance from Kai-f'ung Fu, one of 
the largest cities of the province, and 
in one instance sum.' tour miles 
of solid embankment of stone, 

brick, sand and clay, were swept

from Prison ny an Angel," 
Charles Do La Fosse; ''Tho 
Flight into Egypt," by Va'ulobj "Ecstasy 
of Vision of ISt. Antoine do Padua," by 
Joseph iDAvignon; "The Saviour and the 
Samaritan Woman at Jacob's Well," by 
Lagreno; "The Blessed Virgin Waited on 
by Angels,' by Ledieu; "The Saviour on 
the Cross," by Monot; "Solitaires de La 
Thebaide," by Guillot; and "The Burial 
of the Saviour," by Hutin.

PRESIDENT SADI-CARN0T. 

M. Sadi- Carnot has just' passed Ins 
fiftieth birthday; like most happy men, he 
has no history, although he belongs to an 
historical family. His Christian name ol 
Sadi was given to hini in honor of his 
uncle, who, being born in 1796, at a time 
when the saints were not in favor, re 
ceived this Persian name, which signifies 
sage. The present generatii f French- 
men, being less sentimental than their 
brothers of the eighteenth century, the 
new President has been requested to call 
himself plain Carnot, and he has deferred 
to this wish ; all public documents will be 
signed by this historical name. M. Car 
dot's parliamentary career dates from 
1871, when he was elected Deputy from 
one of the Cote d'Or districts, the birth 
place of his distinguished ancestor, and 
where his family have long been property 
holders. During the war he was a dele 
gate of the government in Normandy and 
organised the defence ol that province. 
Although not an orator, M. Carnot ac- 
quired considerable influence in parlia 
nient by his industry, clear judgment and 
independence. He was always a linn re 
publican but never a narrow sectarian. 
His education as an engineer led liim in- 
take special interest in all matters eon 
corning public works, interior navigation, 
etc., and his first of lice wns naturally one 
where he could utilize this knowledge; he- 
was named in the Freyciiiet.miui.stiy what 
we should call Deputy .Minister of Public 
Works. M. Ferry promoted him to tin 
head of this department, and when M 
Brisson became Prime Minister, M. Car 
not was selected as Minister of Finance. 
In this position he had occasion io refusi 
a favor of one of M. Wilson's clients, ami 
this fact transpiring in the course of tin 
investigation, M. Can.ot's name came 
prominently forward. Everything con 
cerning the new Chief of State being ol 
historical interest, it is well for the world 
to know how be received neWB of his elec- 
tion. After tho first ballot, when ii wa> 
evident that. a compromise would bemadi 
on his name, M. Carnol wont into one ol 

the reception i ms of the palace to await 

the result of the vote. While rellectiny 
upon the greatness that was about to hi 
thrust upon him, befell himself seized itnd 
kissed like an infant. Ii wan 
his venerable father. Senator Car- 
not, aged eighty-six, who had run to 
congratulate him as soon as the vote win 
declared. When he had recovered from 
his emotion, the father said: "What n 
joy for mo, my dear child !" and the eyes 
of both men wore (Hied with tears. As 
tho oldest senator, the senior M.l'irnot 
will have the honor of rending lo his col 
leagues the' decree by which his son will 
open the next session of parliament, on 
ilio 10th instant. Senator Owiiofc, when

THIS MAYOR'S REPORT. 

His Review of the fear's Work. 

Mayor Fell's annual report has been 
published. Ho begins by calling the 
council of 1887 the most turbulent that 
over sat at the board, and endeavors to 
prove by assertion that, the majority was 
wrong and he right in all matters on which 
they differed from his views. He still do- 
sires tho completion of the Hendry 
scheme. 

The finances he assorts are in a satis- 
factory condition. Tho health of the city- 
is described as excellent. The tiro de- 
partment is not as advanced in efficiency 
as it should be. Mayor Fell does not 
think a public market would he a success. 
Ho deplores the lack of attention paid to 
Beacon Hill, and trusts that a grand drive 
will be built along the sea coast to Cedar 
Hill, and botanical gardens established tit 
tho latter. The electric light his worship 
regards as unsatisfactory, and describes It 
as a white elephant, the gift of a former 
council. He speaks with satisfaction of 
tho largo amount of street improvements 
which have been of general bonofit, and 
made the city compare favorably with any 
other in the Dominion. Under the head 
of water works he again supports Mr. 
Pickering's contentions, and refers to the 
late decision of the Chief Justice., which 
he trusts will become a text book for 
future councils. The police department, 
his worship thinks, should be reorganized. 
He states that the contract for the police 
clothing was given out by him to the 
lowest tender. His worship also regrets 

the retirement, of Mr. Johnson fr the 

office of police magistrate. 

The question of a free public library is 
also dwelt upon and it is trusted that, such 
a desirable institution will soon In- in 
existence. Mayor Fell objects to the 
mode of granting liquor licenses, and 
thinks that, the issuing of them should bo 
in the hands of the council. Notwith- 
standing the great, number of licensed 
houses, tho mayor is of the opinion that 
Victoria is an orderly and moral city. 

In closing, his worship returns thanks 
lo all who have assisted him in the dis- 
charge of his duties, and especially to the 
painstaking officers of the corporation,
